BOARD'S REPORT. 



Orp Santiago dic Cvba, July 10, via 
Kingston, Jamaica, July 12. — The 
board of survey appointed to examine 
the wrecks of the Spanish ships and to 
Inquire into the nature of their in- 
juries reports that only one ship can 
possibly be saved.
